Except  for  Kingship,  the  Shrievalty  is 
the  oldest  ofUce  In  the  country  and  the 
only  secular  ofllce  remaining  from  iMMen 
limes.  AccordiiiR  to  the  historians  of  the 
ixtst  century,  the  ofllce  was  of  almost  im- 
memorial antiquity,  the  sheriff  being  re- 
Iprred  to  as  a  weli-recoRnizpd  official  oven 
in  the  laws  of  Wessex  In  the  eighth  cen- 
tury. In  recent -years,  however,  Mrther 
reseaiTh  has  k-d  to  the  belief  that  the 
"Scirman"  mentioned  in  those  laws  was

Judicial  Tortures 

THE  long  survival  .oj(  the  older  method 
was  largely  explained  by  the  disUlu^ 

which  was  at  .first  felt  for  the  jury  sys- 
tem. The  ordeal  was. looked  upon  as  a 
submtoilon  of  the  case  to  the  Judgment  of 
God.  ^  In  contrast  to  the  more  modern 
metnodw'TTfch  relied  upon  the  verdict  of 
man.  And  since  it  was  considered  unfair 
to  try  anyone  by  jury  without  his  previous 
con.sent.  the  sherifis  found  much  difficulty 
at  nrst  in  obtaining  acceptance  of-  the 
no  war  mode  of  trial.  It  was  necessary  for 
the  accused  to  sipnify  his  willlnene.ss  to 
submit  his  case  to  a  jury  by  uttering  the 
words  "by  Odd  and  my  country,"  and  if 
those  words  could  not  otherwise  be  ex- 
torted recourse  was  often  had  to  the  in- 
fliction of  the  Paina-Forte  et  Dure,  a  form 
of  judicial  torture  by  means  of  heavy 
weights  which  was  reserved  lor  those  who 
refused  to  answer  the  questions  of  tha 
court.

we  find  at  this  period  the  sheriff  taking 
the  place  of  the  earl  as  president  of  the 

,  fchlrcmote.,  In  judicial  and  military  mat- 
ters he  acted  as  the  deputy  of  the  earl, 
who  still  retained  the  third  penny  of  the 
profita  of  Jurisdiction,  while  in  his  ad- 
ministrative capacity  he  was  already  the 
direct  representative  of  the  King.  He  held 
olBce  only  during  the  Klng's^plieasure;  he 
colloctod  the  royal  reven\io:  ho  had  to 
proclaim  the  King's  peace,  and  he  was 
refi0easible  for  the  apprelienaion  of  crim- 
inals, rousiii^  the  whole  county  if  neeca- 
fcary  by  tlio    hue  and  cry"

^ ,       Under  Norman  Kings 

AFTER  the  Nonn.m  ConquosL  William  I 
was  quipk  to  perceive  what  a  valu- 
able counterpoise  such  an  official  could  be 
to  the  power  of  the  croat  barons  At  fir.st, 
tliose  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  sheriffs  who  had 
not  actively  resistecLttae  XSanqueror  were 
retained  in  offlcr.  but  a  few  years  later 
they  are  found  to  be  replaced  by  Nqrmans,  - 
and  In  a.ahWt  time  the  sheriffs  came  to 
be  little  less  than  provincial  viceroys.  The 
earls  ceased,  except  In  a  few  cases,  to  haye 
any  connection  with  the  shjre.  and  the 
bishops'  authority  wa.s  removed  when 
^  William  .separated  the  lay  from  the  eccle- 
siastical court.^.  The  result  was  that  the 
sheriff  was  left  supreme  1^  the  shire 
courts  at  the  head  of  every  department 
ol  county  administration.

The  ofRca  was  naturally  much  valued, 

and  there  was  a  tendency  for  It  to  be  cap- 
tured by  the  great  feudal  families,  and 
even  to  b^ome  hereditary.  Thus  several 
members  of  the  powerful  family  of  the 
Bigods,  Earls  of  Norfolk,  held  the  shricv- . 
alty;  while  in  Weistmorland  the  ofRce  re- 
mained a  hereditary  one  in  the  family  of 
the  Earl  of  Thanet  till  as  late  as  1849, 
when,  upon  the  death  of  the  last  earl,  the 
appointment  of  the  sherifT  passed  to  the 
Crown.  So  firmly  indeed  was  the  heredit- 
ary claim  of  this  lauuly  to  the  shrievalty 
of  Westmorland  established  that  even 
when,  in  1275.  a  stranger  was  appointed 
to  the. office,  he  was  regarded  merely  as 
acting^for  the  two  daughters  of  Robert  de 
Vipont  I  the  then  heiresses  of  tlie  family. 
When  these  two  ladies  disagreed  over  the 
appointment  of  ah  under  sheriff  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  ofTice.  the  King 
himself  ndirilhated  someone  to  act  as 
under  sheriff  until  the  sisters  should 
agree  upon  the  person  to  be  appointcdT" 
Another  member  of  the  same  family.  Anne, 
Countess  of  Pembroke,  held  tins  shneval'.y 
at  one  time,  and  it  is  recorded  that  she 
txerci.sed  the  ofTlce  in  person,  and  at  the 
assizes  at  Appleby  sat  with  the  judges  on 
the  bench. 

This  was  the  period  when  the  ofTlco  was 
of  greater  power  and  importance  than  ai 
any  subsequent  time.  When  a  strong  King 
wa.1  on  the  throne,  he  l<ei)t  the  ofTice 
Jealously  under  his  own  control.  But  in 
a  time  of  anarchy  such  a.s  that  of 
Stephen's  reign,  all  control  was  lost  and" 
.such  men  a.s  GeotTrev  de  Maiuleville.  the 
most  notoriously  corrupt  ot  all  the  barons, 
held  the'Bhrievalty'.of  one.  two,  or  even  of 
three  counties  Henry  Ili  however,  reduced 
the  sheriffs  again  to  oirdor,  and  by  Ithe 
inquest  ot  shemffs  in  lipo  dismiised  feiry 
nearly  all  of  them.  .

Duties 


As  the  resuljt  of  the  Domyday^urvey  k 
calculation  was  made  of  the  Value  of 
the  revenues  due  to  the  Xing  from  certain 


miscellaneous  sources  in  each  shire,  and 

this  value  formed  the  basis  of  a  composi- 
tion or  "lerm"  which  the  sheriff  paid 
annually  to  the  King,  in  return  for  the 
right  to  receive  these  miscellaneous  dues 
for  his  own  bene|[lt.  He  was  responsible 
also,  dlrectly'^to  the  Crown,  for  the  collec- 
tion of  Dancgelt,  the  ancu  nf  tax  on  land, 
and  the  later  tax  which  rc  placed  it.  levied 
on  each  carucate  of  plougli  land.  Scutage 
and  feudal  -  aids  due  from  the  smaller 
tenants-in chief  were  also  paid  through 
the  medium  of  the  siienlls.  and  it  was 
their  du^  to  pay  into  the  exchequer  the 
proceeds  of  .such  fines,  distraints  and 
judicial  proceedings  as  were  not  Included 
in  the  general  forms  of  their  counties. 

Besides  the.se  legitimate  imposts,  there 
is  much  evidence  of  further  exactions  by 
the  sheriff  and  his  suborduiuies.  ihe 
Anglo-Saxon  Chronicle  going  so  far  as  to 
declare  in  this  connection  that  the  King 
"cared  not  how  iniquitously  the  reeved  • 
extorted  money  from  a  miserable  people.  ' • 

Twice  a  year,  at  Easter  and  Michaelmas, 
the  sheriff  had  to  appear  at  ttic  ex- 
chequer (under  a  fine  of  100s  foj:  every 
day  he  was  latci  to  account  for  the  rev- 
enue due  from  his  county.  The  money 
then  pbid  in  was  receipted  by  means  of 
tallies.  These  tallies  were  sticks,  usually 
oi  hazel  wood,  bored  near  one  end  so  thai 
they  could  be  filed  oj[t  rods,  the  sums  paid 
in  being  denoted  by  incisions  varying  in 
width  according  to  the  magnitude  of  ttic 
sum.  Alter  bc^^ig  marked  in  this  way  the 
sticie  was  split  into  two  parts,  one  part 
I  the  tally"  was  kept  by  the  shorifT,  the 
otlier  part  (the  counter-tariff >  being  re-, 
tained  by  the  exchiequer.  This  system  of 
receipt  remained  undisturbed  rmht  on 
until  1826,.  when  a  more  .up-to-date 
method  of  accountancy  came  Intd  opera- 
tion under  the  provisions  of  23  Geo.  3. 
c  fi2  It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  the 
origin  of  the  fire  which  destroyed  the 
Houses  of  Parliament  a  few  ye^rs  later 
v.as  attributed  to  the  overheating  of  the 
flues  used  for  warming  the  House  of  Lords

Judicial  Duties  of  Sheriffs 

THE  sheriff  presidi  d  over  the  sHiremotc. 
or  county  court,  and  liad  general 
control  over  the  hundredmotes  within  his 
county.  These  courts  po.ssessed  criminal 
and  civil  jurisdiction,  and  all  freeholders 
of  the  county  had  a  right  to  i^ttend  them 
both  as  judges  and  as  suitors.  The  ancient 
judicial  procedure  was  strange.  The 
suitor  first  put  forward  his  case,  and  the. 
judgment  of  the  court  then  consisted  of 
a  declaration  as  to  which  party  must 
adduce  proof  of  his  contention,  and  the 
degree  of  proof  which  it  would  be  neces- 
sary for  him  to  furnish.  The  proof  re- 
quired  mlght  be  of  several  kuids.  In  some 
cases  a  man  might  clear  himself  by  his 
own  oath  In  others  he  might  be  obliged 
to  have  twelve,  or  even  as  many  as  forty- 
i^ght  .compurgators  (co-swearers)  chosen 
from  among  hiieown  friends,  who  swore 
that  Ills  oath  was  to  be  relied  upon.  If  he 
could  not  find  friends  willhig  to  do  so,  he 
had  to  pa«l  one  Of  the  recognized  ordeals. 
Under  the  Anglo-Saxon  system  of  ordeals 
the  accused  had  «lther  to  carry  fed  hot 
iron  fnr  nine  step.s  or  plunge  his  hand  into 
hot  water,  and  if  lus  hand  festered  he 
was  adjudged  guilty;  alternatively  he 
might  be  thrown  into  cold  water  (when 
sinking  was  considered  a  sign  of  inno- 
cence', or  again  a  monsel  of  bread  might 
be  jpven  4b.4ilm  after  being  solemnly 
adjured  to  .stick  iU-Xlis... throat  If  he  were 
guilty.

•  Another  far-reaching  reform  of  the 
Norman  Kings  wa;^  the  dispatch  into  the 
provinces  of  itinerant  Justices.  They  trav- 
eled under  various  commissions  granted 
by  the  King,  the  most,  fomprehensive  of 
which  was  the  "E]rrte."  By  this  commis- 
tices  were  empowered  to  try 
all  manner  of  pleas  within  the  county  to 
which  they  were  sent.  When  the  system 
was  nrsi  introduced  tnej  nt  us  royal 

commissioners  at  a  full  session  of  the 
county  court  which  was  specially  sum- 
moned by  the  sheriff.  At  the  opening  of 
the  comml.ssion  the  sheriff  formally  sur- 
rendpred  his  rod  of  office  to  the  presiding 
Justice,  and  handed  him  a  roil  of  tha 
names  of  the  officers  of  the  county,  in 
much  tlie  same  way  as  ujg  to  very  recent 
times  it  was  the  .custom  for  the  high 
sheriff  to  hand  to  the  judge  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  county  assizes  a  list  containing 
the  names  of  all  coroners,  mayors  and 
magistrates  within  the  county.  The  next 
stage  was  the  calling  of  the  Jurors  who 
were  tp'  make  t^he  presentments.  The 
"Articles  of  the  Eyre  "  were  then  re^d  a 
procedure  which  again  corresponded 
ciosely  to  llie  charge  given  to  the  grand 
Jury  by  the  presiding  Judge  m  later  days, 
although  these  articles  covered  a  very 
wide  range  of  subjects,  The  articles  were, 
in  fact,  a  detailed  hiquiry  into  all  pointa 
connected  with  the  government  of  the 
countyl  and  on  the  answers  which  tlie 
presenting  Jury  niade  depended  the  cases 
which  were  subsequently  dealt  with  by 
the  court. 

Tins  procedure  was  reflected  in  the 
system  which  came  to  be  adopted  in  the 
sheriff's  own  courts  When  he  took  his 
"turn"  or  "tourn  '  m  the  hundred  courts 
of  the  county,  mqulries  known  ai  "Arti- 
cles of  the  Tourn  '  were  addres.sed  to  cer- 
tain men  selected  from  each  tithing  and 
township,  concerning  matters  affecting 
the  maintenance  of  good  order  and  gov- 
ernment in  their  ^districts.  Upon  this, 
presentments  were'  made  to  a  Jury  of 
-twelve  free  men  of  the  hundred,  m  who.se 
oiscretlon  it  lay  to  pass  on  t^ie  sheriff 
such'  items  as  they  chose.  In  so  far  as 
presentments  were  m'adie  "against  specific 
pcr.*;ons  the  sheriff  then  either  dealt  with 
them  himself  by  means  of  a  ttne  assessed 
t>y  tiWo  suitors  of  the  court,  or  sent-them 
^or«l|ard  for  trial  by.  the  itinerant  Justices.

HE  sheriff's  chief  ottew  «M  hia  iindv. 

sheriff,  who  by  special  permission  of 
the  exchequer  might  ai^wer  for  suell 
duties  as  the  sheriff  choae  to  entrust  to 

him.  He  also  had  under  him  the  bailiffs 
Of  the  hundreds  of  his  county,  and  bailiffs 
whose  business  it  was  td  levy  distraints 
and  to  Issue  summonses  and  make  arresta, 
besides  a  number  of  clerks.  Despite  the 
delegation  of  various  duties,  however,  the 
sheriff  himself  remained  directly  reapon* 
sible  to  the  Crown,  and  many  and  various 
were  liie  calls  made  upon  him.  He  had  to 
provide  the  material  for  pvUle  bvlkUngt 
and  repairs  for  the  King's  OUUlOi^  Trans- 
port of  every  description  oomo  within  his 
province,  and  he  acted  generally  as  a  royal 
purveyor  even  to  the  extent  of  finding 
'  cloathes  and  furniture  '  required  by  tht 
court.  The  duty  of  supplying  meat  for 

'  the  King's  table  was  also  on  occasions  as- 
signed to  him.  In  1248  the  sheriff  of 
Gloucester  was  commanded  to  buy  all  the 
lampreya  he  could  lay  hands  on  and  to 
send  some  of  them  to  the  King  In  Norfolk 
and  the  rest  to  the  Queen  at  Windsor.  At 
the  coronation  of  Edward  Z  tho  iharUI 
was  ordered  to  supply  atAie  cost  of  the 
exchequer  forty  oxen  and  cows,  two  boars, 
forty  live  and  fat  muttons,  2,000  and  100 
capons  and  hens  and  twenty  five  bacons.

Our  changing  lanfuage  demands  a  word 
explanation  here.  "Creeks"  our  poet 
in  the  sense  of  recesses  lA  (hi 
—  stream's  banks,  and  "water  breaks"  are 
ripples  or  wavelets.  And  now  let  me  in- 
vlti  you  to  accompany  me  *  on  sueh  a 
•earch  and  pursuit  aionp;  part  of  the 
course  of  one  of  our  small  streams.  We 
may  be  neither  writers  of  verse  nor  paint- 
ers of  pictures;  it  Is  sufflcinnt  If  we  ha\f 
a  sympathy  with  Nature  in  her  varying 
aspects  and  an  eye  for  her  beauty  In  all 
Its  manifestations.  Last  week  we  fol- 
lowed the  stream  for  a  short  distance 
along  tta  wUlowy  course  where  the  water 
at  most  made  but  a  gentle  murmur  among 
the  pebbles  and  around  the  boulders,  fo 
gentle  was  the  Inclination  of  Its  bed;  but 
today  we  shall  go  higher  up.  where  K 
epeak.s  more  loudly  and  where  its  eouree 
is  less  easy  to  follow. 

An  Apple  Tree 

JUST  as  we  are  starting  we  see,  under 
the  nearest  apple  tree  where  -  Its 

branches  hang  over  the  path  we  fol- 
..Ju-gnis^-lhe  ham.  a  russet-backed  thrush. 
In  Its  way  of  holding  Itself  It  suggests  a 
lobin.  It  has  the  same  alert  attitude  of 
head  and  carriage,  even  something  of  the 
same  cocksureness  of  expression.  It  Is, 
however,  only  about  two-thirds  the  size  of 
a  robin  and  is  in  color  wholly  dlfTerent. 
Above  it  is  a  warm  bruwn,  beneath  it 
shades  from  a  dull  yellow  on  the  Cheeks, 
throat  and  breast  to  almost  white  with 
brown  sidet>;  throat  and  breast  are  con- 
spkuously  malted  with  numerous  brown 
*ipol.s  It  ha.s  a  clean-cut,  well-groomed 
look,  and  there  Is  something  about  Its 
manner  that  attracts.  But  we  must  leave 
our  russet-backed  thrush  and  get  on  our 
way  The  footpath  leads  up  a  hillside' 
rising  steeply  above  the  stream  on  the 
right  and  passing  away  more  gradually  on 
the  left  into  the  intricacle.s  of  a  regrown 
logged-off  land.  At  the  steepest  part  we 
leek  'on  either  ^de  into  a  dense  second 
growth  of  fir  .iboul  twenty  feet  high, 
among  which  are  small  open  patches  of 
grass  and  bracken.  '  Thesfr  young  woods 
are  full  of  the  .song  of  birds;  after  all  It 
only  takes  a  pair  or  .so  of  persistent  sing- 
ers to  fin  them  Chiefly  It  is  the  song  of 
the  species  of  thru.sh  wp  have  Just  seen, 
and  a  rich  and  melodious  song  it  i.s  This 
is  Indeed  a  notable  place  for  these  birds, 
and  even  as  we  move  along  in  Indian  file 
one  of  them  flie.s  .swiftly  past  us.  where 
the  trail  runs  between  thick  and  high 
growth  on  eaeh  Me,  and  there  is  very 
little  room— a  matter  of  inches  for  the 
bird  to  fly  in.  Not  even  our  birds  can 
make  us. miss  a  cluster  of  plants  growing 
by  the  traU  neiu>-the  summit  of  the*  hUl. 


,  It  Is  the  northern  gentian,  Gentlana 
acuta,  very  different  in  general  appear- 
ance from  the  swamp  gentian  we  saw  the 
other  day,  for  It  Is  tall,  slender  and  much 

^.branched.  The  flowers  are  small  and 
purplish  blue,  and  as  we  open  one  and 
look  inside  with  the  aid  of  a  magnifying 
glass  we  see  that  there  is  a  silky-while, 
fringe  around  £hi  fflr*fi^  "hfrf  tht  |rtt«l 
divisions  arise. 

On  tn  Old  Trjit 

PRESENTLY  we  reach  a  road  and  follow 
It  to  thi  right  through  the  same  type 
of  logged-off  second-growth  country,  hll- 
locky  and  Interspersed  with  swampy  hol- 
lows. Evidences  of  past  timber  operations 
are  everywhere  from  the  landscape  itself 
to  wire  rope  and  skeletons  of  old  boild- 
ing.s     A  quarter  of  a  mile  or  so  on.  we 
pass  through  a  gate  and  behind  a  barn 
we  find  a  tnOl  that  drops  down  the  hill- 
side to  the  bed  of  the  stream    The  cob- 
bles and  small  boulders  furnish  a  rude 
kmd  of  stqsplng  stones,  and  on  the  other 
side  is  a  very  good  trail,  for  a  couple  of 
strips  of  garden  have  been  won  from,  the 
dense  thickets  of  the  river  bottom.  By- 
and-by  the  path  runs  up  the  hillside,  and 
.although  that  is  not  our  direction — quite 
the  contrary — curiosity  gets  the  better  of 
us  and  we  must  needs  see  something  more 
of  so  well-defined  a  track.     Just  as  we 
approach  the  top  our  attraction  is  dis- 
tracted by  a  loud,  harsh  ehaUering  which 
we  recognize  a.s  the  voice  oi  the  Steller 
jay.    This  is  a  rather  unfamiliar  sound 
nowadays,  strange  to  say.    Until  a  few- 
years  ago  the  blue  Jay  was  somewhaf  of 
a  nuisance.  But  about  WSb^i^  a  msrlced 
disappearance  of  these  birds,  so  striking 
both  m  appearance  and  in  voice,  occurred, 
and  while  a  pair  may  be  met  with  now 
and  then,  as  here,  they  are  still  very  far 
from  their  former  abundance.  Meanwhile 
here  are  our  birds  in  sight,  accompanying 
us  as  they  fly  from  one  to  another  oi  the 
smaller  dead  tiVes.  '  By  those  who  are 
interested  in  birds  other  than  jays  the.se 
attentions  are  little  appr,eciated,  as  the 
loud  chattering  not  iuily  drowns  sweeter 
voices  but  tends  to  alarm  and  drive  away 
the  singers. 

Some  Tree  SwaJlowt. 

THE  jays,  however,  are  not  the  only  vis- 
ible birds.  Flying  around  a  group  of 
lofty  but  decaying  remnants  of  the  for- 
mer forest  are  numbers  of  tree  swallows 
Some  of  them  are  gomg  in  and  out  about 
their  nests  while  others  make  circling 
flights  In  the  pursuit  of  Insects.  Once  we 
t  a  glimp.se  of  an  eagle  In  the  distance^; 
d'.'.^ii  wheeling  ahbve  the  stream  bed.  ^e 
come  to  a  stop  where  the  trail  begins  to 
descend  and  disappear  from  si^ht  It  runs 
towards  an  untouched  stand  of  old  forest 
covering  a  high  ridge,  beyond  which  the 
great  bare  rock  wall  extends  So  retracing 
our  steps  we  return  to  the  stream  and 
after  eroeslng  a  deeerted  field  we  lose  all 
sign  of  a  trail  and  commit  ourselves  to  the 
river  bed.  From  now  on  we  have  to  make 
our  way  as  best  we  can  from  boulder  to 
boulder  or  from  cobble  to  cobble— I  might 
say  from  pebble  to  pebble  at  times.  This, 
of  course,  would,  be  quite  Impossible  when 
the  UtUe  rive^  if  fvU-  On  eaeh  side  am 


^ncient  Trade  in  Beewax 


A  I  SjHL  trade  in  beeswax  is  cjf  great  an- 
l  ^iquity.  for  it  was  used  [in  classical 
Itimes  for  writing  tabK-t.s.  artistic 
purp<;>ses  and  medicine.  When  the  Romans 
conquered  Corskia  In  111  B.C.  they  levied 
a  tax  of  lOO.oon  p<iiuids  of  wax:  it  is  prob- 
able that  much  of  this  was  used  In  the 
ntanufacture  of  .  candles,  for  beeswax  was 
the  general  domestic  llluminant  In  those 
days.  The  mystical  a.s.sociation  of  bee.s^ 
wax  for  candles  was  adopted  by  the  early 
Christian  Church  and  has  continued  in 
the  ritual  of  tl»r  Cnthnlir  Church 

The  commercial  use  of  beeswax  In  this 
country  probably  datee  from  those  Wly 

limes.  The  London  trade  In  this  com- 
modity IS  centred  today  at  the  London 
and  St.  Katharine  Docks;  the  cliche  "hive 
of  Industry"  is  so  often  applied  to  this 
dock  system  that  one  may  be  forgiven  for 
imagining  the. beeswax  trade  to  have  per- 
petrated a  subtle  ptt»  when  it  established 
Itself  there 

tteesw^  arrives  at  No.  4  Warehouse 
irom  almost  all  parts  of  the  world,  but 
th*  two  main  sources  of  supply  are  Africa 
aiid  India.  In  this  counti'y  we  are  accus- 
tomed to  the  sight  of  neat  rows  of  white- 
pftlnted  hivrs  In  country  orchards  or  an 
occasional  nest  of  wild  bees  In  the  bank 
of  s<mie'liedgerow,  and  It  Is  almost  Im- 
possiDie  for  lis  to  imagine  the  slse  of  the 
swarms  In  caves  and  hollow  trees  in  these 
tropical  countries.  Kipling  has  drawn  a 
picture  of  such  a  swarm:  "The  spUt  and 
weather-worn  rock.n  of  the  gorfce  .  .  * 
had  been  used  since  the  beginning  of  the 
Jungle  by  the  Uttle  Peopfii  of  the  Rocks— 
the  busy,  fruious  black  wild  bees  of  India; 
and  ...  the  little  People  had  lived  and 
■wanned  from  cleft  to  cleft,  and  swarmed 

nt*to*  staining  the  white  marble  .With 
honey,  and  made  their  combs  tall 
and  deep  tn  the  dark  of  the  inner  caves " 
The  wax  is  secreted  by  the  bee  as  a  pro- 
duct of  digestion  and  serves  as  a  material 
for  building  up  the  honeyeonihs. 

IN  the  more  densely  populated  arra.s  of 
East  Africa  the  collection  and  market- 
ing 8T  beeswax  Is  uenally  a  by-product  of 
native  honey-beer  manufacture.  buU  In 
other  parts  of  the  country  It  is  an  Indus- 
try in  iuelf.  A  bet's  Met  it  robbtd  at- 
night.  Xt  has  ofttn  Mx  polnttd  out  to 


the  native  that  most  of  the  bees  are 
abroad  foragihg  during  the  day,  but  he 
prefers  to  hope  that  he  will  find  them 
asleep.  A  small  Are  is  used  for  illumina- 
tion and  a  handful  of  smoking  herbs  sub- 
dues the  bees  It  is  obvious  that  a  native 
who  goes  to  the  trouble  o^  making  hives 
is  more  careful  in  his  treatment  of  the 
hoos  ih.iii  the  itinerant  hunter  of  wild 
nests.  Skill  ul  smoking  drives  the  bees  to 
one  end  of  the  hive  and  suAcient  comb  is 
left  behind  by  the  bee  keeper  to  encourage 
the  bees  to  remain. 

Wax  and  honey  are  separated  either  by 
aqueesing  in  the  hand  or  by  pressure  in  a 

long  woven  tjra.ss  bag  Preliminary  heat- 
ing of  the  comb  to  make  the  honey  flew 
easily  is  customary  and  the  native  has  no' 
objection  to  a  honty  rendered  watery  by 
thi.s  process.  Except  where  wax  Is  being 
prepared  on  a  large  scale,  the  comb  is 
then  well-  chewed  by  the  family  to  com- 
plete the  lemoval  of  honey  Good  quality 
wax  requinng  no  further  treatment,  by 
the  export^  is  produced  by  melting  the 
comb,  from  which  the  honey  ha.s  been 
removed,  in  clean  water-and  straining  the 
mixture  through  a  bag  of  native  manu- 
fact\ne  The  resultant  wax  and  water  is 
allowed /to  coo^  slowly  and  impurities  are 
scriped  Trbm  'the  under ^tirfs~ce  "of  the" 
wax  . 

The  wax  '  {s*"'remeltcd  and  strained 
through  coarse  cotton  cloth  and  allowed 
to  cool^away  from  draughts  and  protected 
from  dust  Loral  custom,  of  cour.se.  dic- 
tates to  a  certain  extent  the  native 
method  of  processing  the  wax.  Among  the 
wilder  and  more  ignorant  tribes  the  ma.ss 
of  chewed  w^  and  the  remains  of  grybs^ 
and  any  rubbish  which  It  has  picfcied  up^ 
aro  all  heatrd  together  in  a  cooking  pot 
and  then,  when  sufficiently  plastic, 
moulded  by  hand  mto  a  ball.  The  result 
is  usually  a  poor  spccin'.cn  of  beeswax. 
Color  is  an  important  factor  in  the  value 
of  beeswax  and  much  depends  on  the  care 
taken  in  the  Inttial  processing. 

TlliL  native  collector  does  not  always 
And  the  marketing  of  his  beeswax  ah 
easy  pioblem.  The  tiearc-;'  ^','rf  \s  some- 
times as  much  as  four  day^  march  away 
end  sueh  a  journey  is  attractive  only  if 
the  load  carriti4  ^  valuable.

dense  thickets  of  willow  and  salmonberry 
and  alder,  arching  over  the  stream's  edge 
very  embarrassingly  In  many  places  but 
adding  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the  scene 
by  their  leafage  and  by  their  reflections 
in  the  water.  Behind  and  m  front,  the 
stream  is  lost  In  this  shadowy  arcade.  The 
blue  sky  is  overhead  and  there  are  occa- 
sional peeps  of  lofty  banks,  of  their  green 
herbage  and.  where  that  has  been  eroded, 
of  the  ochreous  .soil  near  the  summit. 
Sometimes  in  a  reach  more  open  than 
usual  one  of  the  stately  swallow-tall  but- 
terflies sails  past,  barely  avoiding  us  as  If 
we  were  but  parts  of  the  river  landscape. 
We  have  so  much  jumping  and  striding 
to  do,  so  much  wrigghng  past  overhanging 
branches  and  squeezing  round  pools  over 
interwoven  roots  and  rootlets,  that  we  see 
nothing  of  the  bkd  life.  But  our  way  is 
sweet  with  the  .scent  of  boyklnla.  or  wine 
flower,  and  brightened  in  the  darkest, 
creeks  and  comers  by  Its  white  flowers 
that  shine  there  like  starry  constellation.s. 
Sometimes  we  come  on  the  musk  mimulus 
with  its  spotless  yellow  blossoms  or  a  late 
(  luster  of  the  goat's  beard  spiraea  s  white 
spikes.  .  The  large  white  tlowers  ol  the 
thHnbleberry  like  snowy  roses  and  the 
waxy  white  bells  of  the  salal  on  their  red 
stems  here  and  there  Rive  variety  And 
not  least,  though  nearly  over  .by^-iiow, 
the  beautiful  sweet-scented  Trautvetterla 
grandis,  for  which  our  only  EiiRlish  name 
is  the  ugly  'false  bugbane,  a  reminis- 
cence of  the  days  when  housekeepers  took 
a  lively  Interest  In  Insecticides  Along  the 
moist  banks  of  our  streams  beyond  Sooke 
in  Spring  are  to  be  fotmd  large  leaves 
le.sembllng  those  of  a  buttercup  or  delr 
phlnlum,  palmately  lobed  and  sharply  cut. 
These  are  the  radical  or  ba^al  leaves  of 
our  plant;  the  upper  ones  are  smaller  but 
on  the  same  pattern  The  flowers  are 
numerous  in  roundish  clusters  at  the  sum- 
mit of  the  stems,  which  may  be  three  feet 


In  height.  Each  flower  has  four  white 
sepals,  which  soon  drop  There  are  no 
petals,  the  showy  part  of  the  flower  being 
taken  by  the  numerous  broad  stamen  fila- 
ments, which  are  pure  white  and  conspic- 
.uous.  When  these  are  gone  and  the 
achenea  or^  fruits  in  the  centre  are  be- 
ginning to  ripen,  their  likeness  to  those 
of  the  common  buttercup  is  sufficient  to 
declare  their  relattonship:  the  false  bug- 
bane  belongs  to  the  butt^up  family. 

Flowery -Crccki  . 

ANOTHER  thing  that  catches  our  eye 
when  we  stop  for  a  momentary  sur- 
vey of  these  "flowery  creeks  "  is  what  ap- 
pears to  be  a  red  seaweed  growing  along 
the  bottom  in  the  vicinity  of  rocks  It  Is 
a  cjose  series  of  rosy,  red  branchlets,  be- 
coming paler  towards  the  point,  which  on 
clo.ser  examination  are  found  to  sprint; 
from  submerged  roots  of  the  Sitka  willow 
and  are  really  underwater  rootlets.  They 
arc  very  numerous  In  places,  forming 
bright  mats,  the  color,  of  cour.se,  inten- 
sifled  by  being  seen  through  the  flowing 
medium  Near  the  Junction  of  the  Sooke 
and  the  Leech  I  remember  .seeing  a  still 
more  extraordmary  development  of  these 
rootlets  of  4he^ltka  willow.  There 
branches  that  huntr  out  over  the  swiftly 
running  current  and  were  Intermittently 
submerged  in  It  by  the  rising  and  falllhg 
motion  imparted,  bore  long  r(x>llets  like 
coarse  hair  that,  suspended  In  the  water, 
were  swung  out  horlaontally  by  the  power- 
f>ii  current. 

Bui  already  we  see.  on  looking  back, 
that  we  have  passed  a  turn  In  the  river 
bed  and  from  ahead  we  begin  to  hear  a 
muffled  .sound  of  agitated  waters  And, 
as  if  to  join  with  us,  a  spotless  cloud  peeps 
over  the.  edge  of  the  bank  a  hbndrid  feet 
above  u.«!  on  the  left;  one  might  call  it 
white  as  snow,  but  Itis  purity  is  rather 
that  of  glowing  Ught  against  the  sky's 


Intense  blue  Immediately  before  us  a 
IS  jam  of  logs,  under  which  the  stream 
disappears.  Making  our  way  round  this 
Impediment  by  clambering  over  the  first 
rock  outcrop  we  have  met  with,  we 
deeeend  to  find  oureelves  Jtist  above  a 
.••mall  cascade  at  the  lower  end  of  a  nar- 
row gully  cut  In  the  basalt,  while  on  the 
right  another,  long  Wlttr^Ut  chasm  ap- 
pears, now  dry  and  largely  f^ll^^d  with 
water-worn  boulders  and  cobbles  In  flood 
water  the  stream  evidently  divides  above 
and  comes  down  this  second  channel  also. 
We  are  now  on  the  surface  of  the  old 
lavas,  and  dropping  down  below  the  small 
fail  we  approach  a  wide  pool  worn  In 
them  By  Its  side  Is  a  pleasant  resting 
place  at  the  farther  end  where  the  water 
Issubs  to  form  the  eeeond  and  larger  fall 
but  as  we  shall  see  later  not  by  one  exit 
only  but  by  three.  Meanwhile,  we  look  out 
on  the  plant  life  about  us  which  flour- 
Lshes.  although  for  several  months  of  th* 
year  It  must  be  wholly  under  water.  Partly 
because  of  the  devastation  of  fire,  which 
has  evidently  been  severe  over  and  around 
this  exposed  terrace  of  rock,  and  partly 
-beeatise  this  devastation  has  completely 
tMwtd  the  old  conditions  tor  drier 'ones, 
some  of  the  local  plants  have  lost  their 
usual  luxurious  habit  of  growth,  while 
others  are  more  or  less  stunted;  others, 
rather  unlooked-for  in  such  a  place,  have 
established  themselves  successfully.  At 
the^ame  time  several  familiar  species  are 
about  us. 

Lady  Fern  Grows 

THE  lady  fer^  stjy  l^ws.  here  and  there 
in  crevices,  but  has  taken  on  that  In- 
folded and  attenuated  character  which 
marks  It  when  It  Is  exposed  to  the  full 
vigor  of  the  sun  by  the  removal  of  its  cus- 
tomary shade,  and  the  maidenhair  which 
Still  survives  here  and  there  has  the  same 
constricted  appearance  due  to  Its  need  of 
reducing  transpiration  In  the  dry  condi- 
tions. The  butterbur,  Petasltes  speciosa, 
displays  Its  Interesting  foliage  across  the 
main  exit  of  the  .stream,  but  the  deeply 
cut  leaves  are  much  yellower  and  de- 
cidedly smaller  than  usual  of  course, 
there  are  no  flowers  at  this  season.  The 
goat's  beard  spiraea,  Sitka  willow,  alder 
and  large-leaved  maple  are  close  by  and 
little  changed,  but  both  the 'Salmonberry 
and  the  thimbleberry  seem  dwarfed.  Un- 
usual are  the  ocean  spray  spiraea,  saska- 
toon, wood  rose,  blackcap  raspberry.' 
achlys  or  vinllla  leaf,  and  the  rock 
heuchera.  The  only  bird  we  see  Is  our 
friend,  the  russet-backed,  thrush. 

In  the  pool  are  trout,  the- largest  about 
six  inches  long,  and  there  are  enough 
flies  of  some  ethereal  kind  lighting  on  the 
surface  to  give  them  both  food  and  exer- 
cise We  are  so  clo.se  to  them  that  we  can 
see  the  game  most  happily,  and  very 
pretty  It  U.  Indeed,  I  think  the  sight  of 
leaping  trout  In  a  still  pool  or  lake,  espe- 
cially towards  evening,  is  one  of  the  most 
charming  of  sights.  Do  you  remember 
Tom  Ho(^d's  lines  at  the  beginning  of  "The 
Dreanf  of  Eugene  Aram."  .so  characteristic 
of  that  rather  neglected  poet/^ 

Twas  In  the  prime  Of  Summer  time,"" 
Ah  evening  calm  and  cool,  ' 


And  four-and-twonty  happy  boys 
CaAie  bounding  out  of  school: 
There  were  some  that  ran  and  some  that 

leapt  ,     ,  • 

Like  troutlets  in  a  pool. 

But  although  this  is  but  the  miQ-:io  oi 
the  day  and  the  sky  Is  blue,  the-Jxmioling  ' 
of  the  water,  tne  suvery  glint  of  the  wet' 
and  shining  bodies,  {ho  musical  little 
splash  of  Clinch  as  It  returns  below,  and 
the  croeseuttlng  ripple  rings,  are  all  fas- 
cinatint;  a.s  wo  enjoy  our  pipes  on  our 
stony  couches.  Just  opposite  us  is  a  good- 
slaed  boulder,  not  one  of  the  huu^eiiktJ 
ones  but  about  five  uct  m  length  and 
three  or  four  j/i  height  Wo  lo'ok  at  its 
reflection  In^the  water  almost  at  our  leei. 
The  greyish  llchehe^  surface  U  repeated 
in  the  imaged  picture.  Laokmn  more 
closely  at  it,  we  are  able  lo  make  out 
faintly  through  the  reflection  the  pebbles 
that  lie  in  the  water  at  the  boulder  s  foot. 
And  when  you  see  this,  the  reflection 
ceases^to  be  merely  the  inverted  image  of 
the  rock  and  becomes  a  piece  of  exquiSitA 
lacework  that  dlins  without  wholly  con- 
cealing the  imder-water  picture.  Why, 
this  lace  is  the  kind  of  magic  matr, 
poets  deal  in,  and  if  we  don't  look  out  we 
shall  be  breaking  mt^)  poetry!

"D  UT  now  wo  move  down  the  rock's  front. 

where  we  see  the  parting  and  meeting 
of  the  waters  and  the  deep  channel  cut' 
and  scoured  in  the  basalt  and  the  little 
pot  holes  drilled  by  the  stream  with  its 
ieady-at-hand  abrasiveb.

We  make 
our  way  through  an  entanglement  of 
boulders  and  past  the  bare  root.s  of  a 
maple  and  then  across  a  broad,  .stony  flat, 
encumbered  with  Are  debris  half  hidden 
In  a  growth  of  blackberry  and  salmon- 
berry. We  pass  tho  rrmalns  of  what  was 
once  a  great  company  of  sword  lerns,  their 
root  stocks  suggesting  tropical  tree  ftmt. 
now  all  killed  by  fire  Then  wo  clamber 
up  a  third  wall  of  basalt  and,  dropping 
down'  on  the  other  side,  make  our  way  to 
the  stream  .j'ust  below  anotlior  bend  Here 
among  boulders  and  outcrops  we  ilnd  a 
little  "creek"  where  the  great  butterbur 
loaves  pi  "wi!!y  display  thru  palniate  leaves 
against  the  shadowed  background  of  vari- 
ously'  composed  thicket  and  where  tlie 
little  river  seems  scarcely  to  move  around 
the  mos.sy  stones  and  tiny  islets  of  pobbles 
and  sand,  where  tall  wild  grasses  and 
sedges  bow  thehr  flowery  spikes  abovb  -M^ 
winoflowor's  starry  innorosconco  ITere7~" 
under  the  high  banks,  we  hear  faintly  the 
songs  of  the  thrush  and  the  song  spkrryir^c 
as  they  come  from  the  willows  and  firs

.  Beeswax  f^m  Portuguese  West  Africa 

arrtvcvs  in  bkcks  from  two  hundredweight 
to  two  and  /a  half  hundredweight,  each 
wrapped  in  jgunny.  This  type  of  wax  is 
a  pale  straw  color  and  resembles  nothing 
so  much  as  Canadian  cheese.  The  blocks 
-  are  as  hard  as  resin  and  have  a  faint 
smoky  odor  The  Authority's  fexpert  staff 
usually  make  a  10  per  cent  examination 
on  behalf  of  the  importer,  splitting  the 
blocks  with  an  axe  and  drawing  a  repre- 
sentative sample.  Sometimes  a  discolored 
stratum  at  the  bottom  of  the  block  indi- 
cates that  too  much  heat  has  been  usjid 
in  the  molting  proce.ss  Most  of  tht  bees- 
wax from  Portuguese  West  Africa  finds

Calcutta  beeswax  is  bleached  in  tropical 
.sunlight  before  shipment  and  is  almost 
pure  white.  It  is  moulded  in  shallow 
trays,  the  thin  slabs  being  carefully 
wrapped  in  sheets  of  white  cloth  and 
shipped  in  strong  wooden  cases.  Thirwax 

i.^  more  expensive  than  unbleached  btSS-' 
was  and  Is  used  principally  for  toUet" 
^^fepMiaoSs.  paper  dressings,  insulating 
compositions,  ttc.   

THE  naUves  in  the  region  of  bar-es- 
Salaam  mould  their  beeswax  in  small 
bowls,  the  resultant  pieces  being  chopped 
up  before  shipment  to  London  Dai'es* 
Salaam  beeswax  has  a  particularly  attrac- 
tive  appearance,  .soriiewhat  resembling 
pieces  of  marzipan  shot  through  with 
veins  of  different  colors.  A  darlwr  bees- 
wax moulded  in  small  bkxik.s  sometimes 
arrives  at  the  London  Docks  from  Sudan. 
Beeswax  from  the  W|pt  Indies  is  fre- 
quently shipped  in  petrol  cai.s  this  wax 
has  a  smell  sugge.'^tlve  of  tobacco  and 
rum.  due  to  the  strong  vegetation  in  the 
islands,  and  U  streaked  wlth  cotoVs  rang- 
ing from  red.  through  pale  yellow  to  duty 
whi^.  .> 

VntU  i  few  yeare  age  beeewaa  wae  efun 

considerably  adulterated  with  paraffin 
wax.  tsllow.  oils,  etc  .  by  the  native;?  In 
certain  regions,  but  this  practice  has  now 
almoet  entirely  sto^ptd,  owing  to  cartful 


analyses  having  been  taken  of  consign- 
ments on  arrival  in  this  country. 

Great  Britain  Imports  about  100,000 
hundredweight  each  year  to  a  value  of 
about  £500,000.

A  complete  record  of  the  uses  to  which 
beeswax  Is  put  would  surprise  those  of  us 
who  regard  the  bee  simply  as  a  miniature 
reflnery.  His  work  Is  utilized  In  many 
industries,  and  the  girl  taking  pride  In  an 
artificial  complexion  no  less  than  the 
housewife  proud  of  the  reflected  glory  In 
her  floors  has  reason  to  thank  him  for 
this  valuable  by-product.

I  have  no  claim  to  being  an  auttiority 
on  the  subject,  but  I  have  watched  the 
course  of  events  closely  during  the  llvf  or 
SIX  years  that  have  elapsed  bince  1  re- 
turned to  England,  and  I  think  that,  hav- 
ing lived  in  Wcstf^rn  Canada  for  nioro 
than  forty  years  previously,'  I  have  seen 
them  from  a' Canadian  standpoint.  Here

(L'aerphlUy  is  a  Labor  strnmiioi'l  At  the 
general  election,  the  late  member,  who.se 
death  brought  on  the  by-election,  had  a 
majority  of  more  than  17.000  in  a  total 
poll  of  nearly  33,000.  Thl%  has  been  cut 
to  10,500,  ihc  Labor  candidate  being  doH^ 
5,000  and  the  Conservative  up  IfiOO.  ' 

Apathy,  in  view  ,of  .the  result  being  a" 
foregone  conclusion,  may  account  for  iwo- 
(thirds  of  the  Labor  losses,  but  nol  for  the 
third  that  switched  over.  The  winning 
candidate,  Mr.  Ness  Edwards,  was  a  con- 
scientious objector  during  the  war,  as  wa.^ 
also  hLs  predeces.soi',  Mr.  Morgan  Jones. 

Sir  Stafford  Cripps,  who  not  very  long 
ago  was  advi.suig  the  workers  of  the  coun-

Practice  of  Disbudding 

WHEN  tiie  first  flower  buds  appear  the 
grower  must  Immediately  dciclde  be- 
tween having  a  limited  number  of  very 
fine  flowers  or  an  abundance  of  less  per- 
fect blooms.  It  is  possible  to  determhrr 
the  rfiStllt  by  disbudding.  Usually  three 
pr  tnore  btids  form  on  each  s'tcm.  If  the 
aidOi^uds  are  pinched  out  as  soon  as  they 
can  be  caught  between  the  tir.st  linger  and 
thumb,  the  reinaininu  i)ud  will  exjrnnd 
Into  a  mucli  hner  flower  tlian  if  all  left 
to  fully  develop,  rrequently.^alsp.  the 
hide  buds  will  overcrow  the  central  bud, 
squeezing  it  between  them  so  that  it  can- 
not open  properly.

Cutting  Roses 

HALF  the  enjoyment  of  roses  is  in  cut- 
ting the  flower  for  house  use,  exhibi- 
tion and  to  Kive  away.  Roses  wither  very 
quickly  if  cut  in  the  heat  of  the  day,  so  a 
is'  best  to  gather  them  in  the  evening  or 
very  early  morning.  Half -open  buds  are 
be.>-t  for  cuttinR  at  night,  and  partially 
open  flowers  in  the  morning. .  They  should 
be  cut  with  long  stems.  The  rule  is  to 
leave  two  leaves  on  the  stem  of  the  plant, 
from  which  two  new  shoots  and  two  new. 
flowers  are  expected. 

It  is  well  to  carry  alont;  a  container 
filled  with  water  into  which  the  roses  may 
be  plunRed  up  to  their  necka  at  once  to 
prevent  air  entering  the  tiny  pore  -  a'  ih" 
cut.  If  this  IS  not  practical,  the  stems 
flTay  be  cuL^  again  before  putting  them 
Into  water;  and  If  the  flowers  are  very 
large,  or  inclined  to  be  weak  in  the  neck, 
the  stems  may  be  split  several  inches  to 
allow  more  stirtece  for  the  abaorptlon  wof 
water. 


Keeping  Butter  Fresh  in 
Hot  Weather 

No  matter  how  good  butter  may  be 
when  purcha.sed.  care  should  be  t jlkclV 
to  retain  its  sweet,  delicious  flavor.  Butter 
should  be  stored^-hra  cool,  dry  place  away 
from  any  foods  whjch  have^disiim  t  odo'- 
or  flavor  as  it  readily  absorbs  foreign 
flovors.  It  should  be  kept  in  a  covered • 
container  or  be  left  in  rhP  parchment 
paper  In  which  it  is  purchased. 

The  best  place  to  keep  butter  is  in  the 
refrigerator.  If  one  is  not  available  the 
butter  should  be  stored  in  as  cool  a  place 
as  possible.  Butler  melts  quickly  at  high 
temperature  and  during  the  hot  weather, 
In  the  ab.'ence  of  a  refrlRcrator.  the  .sug- 
gestion is  given  to  tie  a  cord  securely 
around  each  print  of  wrapped'  butter  to 
keep  the  wrajipcr  in  place  Then  put  the 
prints  in  a  crock  or  other  container  and 
cover  with  a  plate,  weighted  dowrv  with 
n  stone  or  brick  The  next  step  is  to  make 
a  brine  of  .sail  and  water,  used  in  the 
proportion  of  two  cupii  salt  to  one  gallon 
of  boillnv;  water  Cover  the  butter  with 
the  cold  brine  and  place  the  crock  in  a 
cool  room.  Add  more-JWlne.  if  necessary 
from  time  to  time,  to  keep  the  butter  cov- 
ered with  the  salt  solution.    - 

Another  suggestion  for  storing  a  few 
prints  of  butter  f.)r  a  ,short  lime  is  to 
wrap  the  paper-covencd  prints  in  cloths 
wrung  out  of  a  salt  and  water  sniiitlon 
find  keep  the  butter  in  a  cool  place. 
Butter  may  also  be  stored  satisfactorily 
by  packing  it  In  a  weU-scalded  crock  or 
jar.  coveriim  th.e  butter  with  a  clean  white 
cloth  wrung  out  of  boiling  w^ter.  thc<i 
spreading  a  Uilri  layer  ut  salt  over  the 
clothi 

Budding  of  Roses  Not 
Difficult  Operation  ^

The  Heurcheras  are  easily  raised  from 
seed  sown  now  in  shallow  boxes  filled  with 
f;ood  garden  soil,  and  placed  in-  a  cold 
t;  i:;.'  .i:ui  watered  as^req'uired.  when 
seedlings  have  grown  large  enough  to 
handl<^.  prick  them  out  either  Into  nurs- 
ery beds  or  into  their  flowering  position.

Changing  Levels  to  Give 
New  Life  to  the  Garden 


TX7ITH  the  approach  of  midsummer 
W    and  the  lessening  of  tiie  rush  of 
^'    garden  activities,  the  home  owner 
lias  more  leisure  to  study  his  "creation  ' 
preparatory  to  making  structural  changes 
during  the  Fall  planting  sea.son,  says  H. 
Stuart  Ortloff,  writing,  in  The  New  York 
Times.   Thus,  in  a   garden  wlilch  is  not 
entirely  satisfactory   this   season  <and 
uliuse  garden  ever  is?iT-one  may,  by  some 
^change  as  slight  as  the  addition  of  a  gate 
or  as  extensive  as  the  rearrangement  of 
the  whole  grounds,  create  an  Improvement 
on  the  old. 

In  garden  planning;  thought  l5  given  not 
only  to  the  plants  that  Inhabit  the  gar- 
den, but  also  to  Its  b:i.sie  contours.  Often 
a  garden  that  is  llai  and  uninteresting 
can  be  made  lively  and  entertalhlng  If  a 
few  simple  ehan^'cs  in  erade  are  Intro- 
duced some  steps  built  Irom  one  level  to 
another  with,  perhaps,  a  low  retaining 
wall  planted  with  rock  plant.^  as  an  im- 
portant feature.  Such  structural  elements 
add  distinction  to  a  gnrdeuuuit-otJdl-pro- 
portlon  to  the  labor  involved.  Even  IIiourU 
the  topography  may  not  have  origmaily 
suggested  their  use^  It  is  wise  to  consider

'Suppose,  for  instance,  that  It  Is  possible  ~

Ths^  Question  of  Cost 

Op'  cour.se  the  question  of  cost  enters  in 
here,  as  it  does  in  all  gardening.  Fre-

.•-truction  work  of  this  sort,  feeiinc  that  .t 
may  prove  too  co.stly  and  tiiat,  perhaps, 
without  it  they  can  create  just  a.s  satis- 
factory a  piefure  l.et  i:  be  said  emphat- 
ically, however,  that  no  amount  of  plant 
material  Is  as  effective  in  garden  design 
as  are  interest ing  ehaime.'<  of  level  and 
well-designed  and  well-built-  structural 
elements.

Wren  Day  in  Ireland

ON  December  M  of  each  year  In  the 
villages  of  Ireland,  ama^l  boys  and 
boys  not  eo  small  dress  up  in  any  kind  of 
masquerade  costume  they  can  find  — 
mother's  skirt  and  dad's  flannel  shirt  do 
fine  -and  go  around  from  door  to  door 
a:>khig  for  money  to  "bury  the  wren  "  This 
last  word  la  pronovneed  "ran"  by  them  to 
their  rich  Irish  brogue.  They  recite  a 
sing-song  rhyme  as  they  go,  something 
like  this: 

The  wren,  the  wren  is  the  King  of  All 
Birds, 

Oh,  give  me  a  penny  to  bury  the  wren. 

They  also  sinp  .songs  and  d  mce  an  Irish 
Jig  in  order  to  wheedle  a  few  coppers  from 
the  farmers  and  their  wives.. 

The  origin  of  this  quaint  custom  is  lost 
but  it  is  probable  that  it  grew  out  of  the 
tender-hearted  Irish  people's  love  for  their 
dumb  friends  and  their  unwilllngnett  to 
allow  this  smallest  of  the  bird -kingdom 
'to  remain  unburled. 

The  title  "KUig  of  All  Birds"  Is  supposed 
to  have  been  given  tp  the  wren  when, 
years  and  years  ago,  there  was  a  contest 
among  the  birds  to  see  whl^h  could  fly 
the  hlgheet.  f

little  wren,  who  had  .saved  all  hl.s  .strenfrth.
